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2 When you come to the New York City article on pages 22 and 23 in 
this issue, I wish you would look particularly at the first illustration 
-- one of Tiffany's Christmas window displays. This is the first time a 
Tiffany window has ever appeared in DISPLAY WORLD, so far as I can 
recall. Heretofore this famous company has always had neat, dignified 
display presentations of no special display interest...but all that is 
now changed since Tiffany's is being operated by the Hoving interests 
and Gene Moore, the talented display director of Bonwit Teller -- also a 
Hoving operation -- has been given the responsibility for its displays. 


The new display policy at Tiffany's is exemplified by this window 
showing an angel of pure gold wire holding in her hands a diamond of 
more than 128 kKarats and valued at $500,000. How better could a display 
for this internationally-kKnown store dramatically portray the spirit of 
Christmas than by the figure of an angel bearing a precious gift, and 
how better could it symbolize all that Tiffany's stands for as one of 
the great jewelry firms in the world? But more impressive than this, it 
simply goes to show in an inspiring way the difference a given kind of 
display policy can make in a store's approach to the public -- and how 
readily a good displayman can dramatize that store to the people of the 


community... 


In last month's column I mentioned our new book, "Rigging and 
Forming Men's Wear for Display," and that it would be ready for shipment 
around February 1. The response from the display field in the form of 
advance orders has been excellent, and a number have written in to say 
that such a step-by-step book has been badly needed for a long time. 

And meanwhile, “Dynamic Display,” now in its second edition, continues 
to be in demand. Just the other day we received orders from two 
universities for 4l copies to be used in their distributive education 


classes. *e 


I wish it were possible to acknowledge personally all the 
Christmas greetings received here during the holiday season, but it 
isn't humanly feasible and so I will just say "Thanks to all of you" 
here. Many were from overseas, including four bottles of wine from 
W. M. de Majo, of London. The message which came from the greatest 
distance, and certainly the most expensive, was 4 phone call from my 
good friend “Andy" Andrews, in Wellington, New Zealand, whose call came 
through a few minutes before midnight on Christmas Eve so that we were 
talking with each other when Christmas actually arrived--in Cincinnati, 
that is, for it was already over in New Zealand. And without doubt the 





most unusual greeting was in the form of a tiny self-standing candela- 
brum with real candles, from Vid Rosner and Mrs. Rosner out in Hollywood. 
. Every year on Christmas Eve I receive by special delivery some 


hand-made greeting of this sort from the Rosners, and it always makes 
Christmas just a bit more heart-warming because it reminds me of the 

day ten years or more ago when Vid sat in my office and told me something 
f his history. Born in Europe, through some quirk of treaties and 
international boundaries after World War I he became literally a man

lmpossible for him to gain entry into the United 
otates, but he managed it somehow and landed in 
America without a word of English and, if I 
remember right, 50 cents in his pockets. He 
rinally got to the home of a sister living in 
Unio and iearned enough of the language 

to get a job as displayman at $10 a week. From 
tnis ne progressed to other and better jobs and 
eventually to the position of display manager 
for 4 department store in Louisville -- where he 
married the charming young lady who was his 
first assistant -- and thence to Hollywood. 

In Hollywood he became display and promotion 
manager for a smart specialty shop, had many 
requests from other shops for similar services, 
and now has a flourishing free-lance business 
which pays him more in an hour than he made in a 
week back in 19357. 

No wonder he wrote me as he did recently: 
"Thank God for America." But I can't help 
feeling, too, that we who are fortunate enough 
to have been born here should be equally thankful 
that our country has attracted to its snores men 
like Vid Rosner...
